He severe] Disconnection with the rail- 
road company about a year ago and re- 
cently he has been working {or the eleo- 
trio car company at SpnngSeld. 
Several 


days ago Davldron came to Deoolnr and 
has been stopping at the Slmcral hotel. 
This afternoon about 3 o'clock he bought 
a bottle of chleroform anddrank It. One 
of the women employed in the hotel saw 
Davidson drinking the poison and tried 
to stip him. She said she would send 
for a doctor hut Davidson replied: "I 
don't want a doctor. I want to die. ' 


Dr. Arthur F.Wilbelmy was summoned 


and when he arrived Davidson was almost 
lifeless. His pulse ooold not be felt and 
he was about neir being dead ai wus pos- 
sible. The doctor worked with the man 
for a long time and later had him taken 
to the county jail. At S o'clcck this af- 
ternoon Dr. Wllnelmy caid he though! 
Davidpon wai ont of danger. He had 
succeeded in restoring respiration and 
thought that unless the man's stomach 
had been badly Injured >>y the oholoform 
that he would recover. Davidson bad 
not recovered consciousness (his after- 
noon, but wat showing signs of recovery. 
If tbe phyilolan had been called a few 
moments later he wonld have foncd tie 
man dead. 


Just what caused the young man to 


commit tbe rash act is not known bat 
those who are acquainted with bii move- 
ments since Davidson returned to Deoatnr 
the last time say that domeitlo trouble 
wai the cause. His wife wai divorced 
from him seme lime ago and married a 
barber named Baker. Davidson rai two 
children who are In Iowa. Since last 
Friday bo has been drinking heavily. He 
apparently wanted to we the woman who 
bad formerly been his wife a) ha talked 
aobnt her to 
of the hotel. 


The Rev. Erastns B. Cake died this 


afternoon at 1 o'clock at his home, 518 
West North street. For several dajs past 
it hai been known tbat Mr. Cake was EC- 
rlonsly 111 and last night his family real- 
ized that the end was near. The attend- 
ing physicians state that death was caus- 
ed by an obstruction of the liver together 
with otrdioo asthma. For two or three 
years Mr. Cake bad been showing eigns 
of failing health and for the past three 
months be had been rapidly failing with- 
out any signs ot Improvement. During 
the pait few days bis friends have real- 
ized that he could not recover. 


Erastns Buck Cake was born Jannary 


23, 1837, In Columblana County, Ohio, 
and was 61 years old. He was one of 
six children and wag the son of Samnel 
and Anna P. Cake, who were Pennsylva- 
nia people of Scotch ancestry. Mr. Cake 
when a boy learned the oooper trade from 
bis father, who followed that business. 
He waa alwayi an extremely studious boy 
and when quite young he taught a school 
for several years, after which he attend- 
ed Bethany college at Bethany, Va., and 
graduated as a lawyer. He practiced law 
at Salem, Ohio, far fonr years and then 
became a minister In the Christian 
ohnrch. For 35 years he was constantly 
at work In tbe church, being most of the 
time in Missouri and Kentucky. About 
six years ago he came to Dacatnr and 
was pastor of the First Christian church. 
After continuing for a year and a half in 
tbat capacity be accepted a call to take 
charge of a ohnron at Mayivllle, Ky., a 
position be had held gome years before. 
Mr.^Cake left Mayivllle about three years 
ago and slnoe that time he ha not been 
actively engaged In church work. He bad 
made a number of lecturing1 toun and 
bad Leon prominent In politics in Mis- 
souri. He favored bimetallsm in the last 
campaign and delivered a number of 
strong addresses for that party. He was 
well known in this vicinity and In Ken- 
tucky and Missouri and he has many 
strong frlenda in Docatur.

If she receives royalty the black party 
refuse to attend her parties, and where 
the blacks, among whom are the noblest 
Bud oldest Roman families, do not ap- 
pear many of the whites, and certainly 
all the lesser fry, have a trick of shrug- 
ging their shoulders and saying that 
the woman whose hospitality they aro 
enjoying "cannot be bien vue because 
there are so few Romans here." Once 
In awhile such hostesses re'tort by clos- 
ing their doors on blacks and whites 
alike, and either shake the dust of the 
Eternal city from their feet or satisfy 
their hospitable instincts by entertain- 
ing the foreign colony; but every win- 
ter there are one or more instances ot 
the kind. If either the blacks or the 
whites had a definite line of action, 
these contretemps—which undoubtedly 
give foreigners the opportunity of crit- 
icisms the reverse of favorable—would 
not occur. But in soeiety, as in every 
other department of Kalian life, the old. 
is struggling against the influence of 
the new, and these recrudescences of 
the bitter division between the pope's 
followers and those of the king are 
really the old spirit reasserting itself. 
If the present representatives of the 
black party rigidly keep aloof from the 
society which was not solely of the 
pope's side, aa did their fathers, » for- 
eigner living In Home, whose sympa- 
thies were not wholly papal, would 
nefer be admitted within their circle. 
Time will probably bring about the de- 
sired fusion, but in the meantime it 
is distinctly hard on foreign hostesses 
—without whom the winter season for 
the Eomans would be shorn of much 
of its brilliancy and gayety—that the 
present distinctly chaotic state of 
things should lead to their humiliation.

The Brave Cuban, Now a 


Baptist, Going Back. 


ON THE STAFF OF GEN MILES 


Rev. Mr. Bowyer's Address on the 


Life of the Insurgent Leader in 


the Ten Years' War-Thrilling 


Patriotic Song Service. 


At the First Baptist ohnrob Sunday 


night Rev. S. H. Bowyef spoke on tbe 
tfe of Diaz, tba Cuban patriot, telling 
the interesting story of bin lifu with its 
many thitlllng and remarkable incidents, 
Diaz, it will be remembered, was spoken 
of through the papers a weak or two ago 
because of his demonstration when ad- 
mitted to the presence of President Me- 
Klnley. Be was eo overcome by bis 
emotion that he knelt at tbe President's 
'Bet and kissed his band wttn every indi- 
cation of a f inoere loyalty and affection 
in the presence of a committee of which 
IB was a member, 'appointed by the 
Southern Baptist Ministerial "convention 
to visit tba President and request that 
n establishing a new government on the 
Island of Cuba, 
tbe distinction be- 


iween the ohurah and state be made. 


Diaz la of a well to do Cuban family. 


He was educated as a physician at a 
medical school in Havana. When the ten 
years' war broke out be Identified himself 
with the insurgents and was a firm sym- 
pathizer in the oausa of Cuba. He was 
made oaptaln of a company of cavalry 
and at the close of a battle with the Span- 
ish soldiers found himself entirely out off 
from big company and on a narrow neck 
of land stretching out Into the ocean at 
tbe southwest coast of the Island with no 
hope of retreat or rejoining his company. 
Bather than yield to capture by_the 
Spanish soldiers he got on a log^pushed 
himself into the.water^eipeoting to*~drift 
along the coast and land at another point 
where he oonld rejoin the insurgents. 
After clinging to the log for hours he be 
oama anoouselona and when In this con- 
dition floated ont Intojthe open sea,Twas 
picked op by a fishing smack andlOnally 
taken on board of a vessel bound for New 
York, where he landed a few weeks later. 
Through a strange course of oir on in- 
stances he was converted in New York 
and was naturalized as an American olti 


zen. 
He retnrncd to Cuba,' bat was re 


membered as a leader of tbo insurgents 
and'wai Imprisoned. He was released 
tbrongh tbe influence of the American 
consul and returned to America and «as 
sent back to Cuba as a missionary to his 
people and with him sent a large box of 
Bibles. This was just before the begin- 
ning of the present war. He was sus- 
pected of having dynamite in the box and 
was again Imprisoned and again released 
throngh tho Influence of the American 
consul. After bis release he continued 
to teach as a missionary at tbe same time 
following nis profession as a physician, 
which gave him a ready access to tbe peo- 
ple. As a result of his work there were 
over 17,000 Bibles distributed, 10,000 ap 
plications for baptism and 50 preaching 
stations, with 
native missionaries as 


teachers. 


At the beginning of the present war 


be and his brother were Imprisoned and 
sentenced to death, but on tbe eve of the 
day of their execution were again re 
leased, bnt were exiled ana told tbe 
penalty of ever again returning to Cuba 
would be instant death. Since returning 
to America Diaz has been doing much 
good in the ohapgl car work among the 
Spanish In Mexico. A day or two after 
his visit to President MoKInley be was 
appointed to serve on General Miles 
staff and will enter Cuba with the In- 
vading army. 


Rev. flowyer first met Diaz at the B. 


Y. P. II. convention at Milwaukee two 
years ago and again at the Southern 
Baptist Ministerial association, which 
met at Norfolk, Ya., 10 days ago.
